SUMMARY: On January &, 1979, President Carter issued Executive Order
12114 entitled "Environmental Effects Abroad of Major Federal Actions."”
Executive Order 12114 requires all federal ageﬁcies tsking major federal
actions cutside the U.S. which are encompassed by and not exempted from
the Order, to have in effect procedures implementing the Order within 8
months after January 4, 1979 (i.e., by September 4, 1979). The Order
requires agencies to consult with the Council on Environmental Quality
and the Department of State before putfing their implementing procedures
in effect. The Council has previously ?ublished certain explanatory
documents concerning implementation of E.O. 12114 (44 F.R. 18722,

March 29, 1979). On September 26, 1979 the Council published its first

o
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progress report on agency procedures implementing the Executive Order
(44 F.R. 55410). The purpose of this second progress report is to

provide an update on where affected agencles stand in this process.
